five hundred dollars on his arrival: and 
if he has four times that 
much the better. 
W e came here w ith ­ 
out enough 
to carry us through all 
right and we h a v e failed two winters, 
but are not yet discouraged, though it 
is rat her1 tough. 
W o had not money 
enough to get the proper fertilizers, 
and so our crops failed, for the soil is 
entirely different from 
that of the 
northwest. 
Those who have the means to start 
right are making money here: in fact, 
with money enough for a good .-tart 
and with a fair supply of horse-sense a 
man may do well almost anywhere, 
north, south, east 
or 
west. 
The 
proper thing for a man to do here is to j 
put in his crop, thoroughly fertilize the 
soil with those fertilizers containing 
the proper constituents, and the next 
season put out a patch of pine apples, 
which are a sure crop. 
Garden truck 
is not a sure crop in the Kverglades, as 
the laud has to be worked a year or so 
before it gets settled so that it will 
sweeten. 
W ith regard to the culture of pine­ 
apples: 
They are grown here on the 
pine *and, or the sand 
land, 
as well 
it. 
This land can 
be purchased for 
$7.30 per acre; one-third down and the 
balance In four equal annual payments. 
The terms are easy and with proper 
management and enough ready cash to 
swing on, the payments can be made 
all right. 
If you hire the land grub­ 
bed it w ill cost you from *40 to $100 
per acre, according to the amount of 
undergrowth. 
The 
pine 
apple slips 
w ill 
cost 
from 
$4 
to 
$5 
per 
thous­ 
and, 
and 
it take.- from 
tw elve 
to 
fourteen 
thousand 
silps per 
acre, 
which in two years w ill bear from 40 
to 00 per cent of a crop, and from 60 to 
9'* per cent of a full crop thereafter. 
T oe apples 
will 
bring from five to 
twenty cents each. 
If they average 
but t h r e e cents net each, from the pro­ 
ceeds of four or live acres a fam ily can 
live very com fortably: but a man coin­ 
ing here must have enough money to 
tide him over the first two years, till 
his fruit is ready for the market. 
A fter the pine apples are setout, the 
field can be planted with oranges or 
lemons without injury to 
the pineap­ 
ples, and thus in time a double crop of 
fruit can be secured. Oranges, lemons, 
limes, grape-fruit, guavas, sapadillas, 
mandarines, tangarines and such fruit 
i are grown here very successfully, and 
I the market seems limitless. 
Banannas 
are also grown here, but not a- plenti­ 
fully a- the other fruits I have men­ 
tioned 


So far as the country is concerned, I 
am perfectly -atistied 
here and will 
stay as long as 1 can. 
In the winter 
we need not freeze, and in the summer 
we nearly always have a good breeze. 
I did not suffer with the heat last sum­ 
mer as 1 have frequently in the North: 
the hottest day I noticed it was 97 de­ 
crees. 
In the summer the mosquitoes 
are plentiful here, but we can protect 
ourselves against them. 
In the winter 
the : oas are pretty troublesome: but 
were not so much so last winter as the 
year before. 


The ocean is only a half m ile from 
our town, and we bath in its waters all 
the year round. 
W e were in swim­ 
ming last Christmas. 
<)ccasionally it 
is pretty ch illy here, and once in a

T here is no doubt th a t the 
prices of New Y ork at first class places 
are high, but the N ew York re sta ur­ 
ants have not reached sueh ex pertness 
in m aking out bills as they have in 
Paris. Therefore it is not at all uncom ­ 
mon to notice an A m erican w ith his 
wife going ov« r his bill w ith the h air 
slow ly rising upon his head. 
There are plenty of places in P a ris 
where you can get a dinner cheaper— 
the bouillons Duval, for ex ample. These 
restaurants are sprinkl« *1 all over Paris, 
and they give you plain food very well 
cooked at a reasonable figure. 
B ut the 
average A m erican generally goes to th<* 
swell places, w hich are about 12 in 
number. 
There is the Cafe do Paris, 
C ub a t’s, C h e villurd’s, 
D ura nd’s, 
J o ­ 
seph's, the R estaurant Larue, tlm T our 
d’Argent, M aire’s, P a illa rd’s, th« * Mai- 
son Dorse, the Cafe Voisin and the R es­ 
ta ura nt Lucas, together w ith the Cafe 
A nglais, the Lion d’Or, F oyot’s and 
M arquerv’s, if you choose to include 
them. 
The Cafe A nglais is no longer 
first class, the Lion d’Or has been closed, 
F oyot’s is in tli© 
L atin qua rte r and 
M urquery’s is only m iddle class. 
The 
highest priced places are D ura nd’s, P ail 
la rd’s and the Cafe Voisin, and these 
are the most frequented. Each year the 
restaurant frequented by the " s w e lls " 
changes. 
Tw o years ago it w as D u­ 
ra nd’s, lust, year it w as P a illa r d’s and 
this year it is V oisin’s. 
A m ericans are gi n* rally disappointed 
in the appearance of these places be­ 
cause they are frequently sm all and by 
no m eans gorgeous in their equipm ents. 
They are all arranged in about the sam e 
w a y— u row of cushioned seats or di­ 
vans running around tho w all, w ith ta ­ 
bles placed nex t to them. 
T he guests 
nearly alw ays ensconce them selves on 
the seats nex t to the w'all and are served 
from the other side of the tables by th e 
w aiters. 
Occasionally, w hen the place 
is crow ded, people w ill seat them selves 
on the outside, but ordinarily they are 
found on only one side of the table. As 
for th« » table linen, the china, Hi** knives 
and forks, they are by no m eans as fine 
as we find in m a ny of th*» A m erican 
hotels and restaurants. 
The cooking, 
however, is hard to ex eel. 
T he reason 
th a t th« » P aris restaurants obtain such 
high prices is ow ing to i heir peculiarity 
of getting w hat they call prim eurs. 
T h e ir P aris epicurean guests seem to 
w ant to eat th ing s out of season. 
For 
ex am ple, they are fond of serving you 
peas m January. 
Then, tht y will give 
you pheasants and birduest soup and 
oth er ex otic dishes. 
Hi re is a sam ple dinner and a very 
plain one for tw o a t a P a ris restaurant. 
They charge you, by th« » way, 50 cen­ 
times, or 10 cents, to sit down. 
T h e re ­ 
fore for tlu* tw o places, or couverts, put 
dow n 1 franc; 
an aperitif, the sub sti­ 
tute for our A m erican cocktail, another 
franc; 
a bottle of ordinary wlnt« » w in« » , 
3 francs; a bottle of ordinary burgundy, 
7 francs; a tureen of bouillon, anoth er 
franc; a sole w ith liormandy sauce, 8 
francs; 
a duckling w ith turnips and 
cream, 15 francs; asparagus w ith a de ­ 
li* ate sauce, 12 francs; ic e c re am tart, 
i> francs; coffee, h alf a franc« » ; liqueurs, 
1 franc; tip, half a franc; total, about 
00 francs, or about £ 12.

Fft'*-c t* Are Passing Away. 
The average laym an has long been 
sustain« « ! bv a secret belief th a t th« » 
vast m a jority o f bacteria are harmless, 
and, considering that he daily consumes 
J m illions of them in eating, drinking 
and sleeping, it is consoling to find the 
| belief confirmed by an em inent author- 
ity. 
A nother scientist contributing to an 
English review does som ething tow ard 
i relieving bacteria of their evil nam e by 
ex plaining how m uch they have to do 
w ith successful butter m aking. Butter, 
as every one knows, is best m ade from 
sour cream and does not k« *ep well un­ 
less th« * cream is soured before c h urn­ 
ing. 
This result is usually attained by 
le tting the cream stand till it sours of 
its own accord. 
B ut a series of ex peri­ 
m ents carried on in Slesw ick-H olstem 
have proved that the souring of cream 
is produced by the presence of c« *rrain 
bacteria, w hich can be cultivated and 
introduced in such a w ay as to cause 
artificially the necessary souring. 
A doctor nam ed W itter has studied 
the subject, and " s o sk illfully blended 
certain cultures together that w hen the 
m ix ture w as added in due proportion to 
sterilized cream to effect souring, the 
butter m ade therefrom w as of m ost de­ 
licious flavor, pure and of great, com ­ 
m ercial value, inasm uch as it kept a d­ 
m irably. 
! 
The dried seed or pow der of the ban- i 
teria used in this process can now be 
bought p ut up in bottles. 
A proportion 
is added to a sm all qua ntity of skim m ed 
milk, w hich is subjected to a m oderate 
continuous heat till the bacteria have 
developed. T he " fe rm e nta tion s ta rte r’’ 
is then added to the cream. 
The pure 
culture is only us« *d occasionally, enough 
of the " s t a r t e r " being left over every 
day to begin operations w ith on the 
nex t. 
T he ex cellence of D anish b utter 
is attrib uted to the rare taken in choos­ 
ing the “ ferm entation s ta r t e r ." — P op ­ 
ular Science M onthly.

The richest field, ho wever, o f this so rt 
is o ffered by Du tch and German su r­ 
names, the fo rmer being fo u nd mainly 
in New Yo rk and the latter in Penn­ 
sylvania. It is w ith the latter that this 
p ap er has to do . 
Du ring the eighteenth centu ry be­ 
tween 50,000 and 100,000 Germans and 
Swiss settled in the so u thern co u nties 
o f Pennsylvania. Their descendants to ­ 
day nu mber hu ndreds o f tho u sands. 
What has been the fate o f their names? 
We may assu me, o u a p rio ri gro u nds, 
that scarcely 1 in 100 has remained u n­ 
changed. 
When, ho w, o u w hat p rinci­ 
p le, were these changes made? These 
qu estio ns su ggest exceedingly interest­ 
ing p ro blems to the investigato r. 
At the beginning o f the last centu ry 
the law itself o f Pennsylvania inter­ 
fered, and all Germans who received a 
grant o f p u blic lands were requ ired to 
anglicize their names. 
Bu t o f co u rse 
the mo st p o tent influ ence at wo rk was 
the natu ral o bjectio n to the inco nven­ 
ience arising fro m having names which 
o thers co u ld w ith difficu lty sp ell o r p ro ­ 
no u nce.— Lip p ineo tt’s Magazine.

His rirst three o r fo u r years at Lo ehlea 
were still with the p o et times o f inno ­ 
cence, and “ his co ndu ct was go verned 
by the strictest ru les o f virtu e au d m o d­ 
esty.” At last he set his affectio ns o n a 
yo u ng wo man named Elliso n Begbie, 
the dau ghter o f a small farmer, and 
asked her to be his wife, bu t be co u ld 
no t p revail o n her to marry him, and 
this disap p o intment had a malign influ ­ 
ence o ver the p o et. 
Lo ng afterward, 
when lie had seen mu ch o f the wo rld, 
Bu rns sp o ke o f this girl as, o f all tho se 
o n who m he ever fixed his fickle affec­ 
tio ns, the o ne mo st likely to have made a 
p leasant p artner fo r life. 
It was to her 
he addressed the p u re au d beau tifu l lo ve 
lyric “ Mary Mo riso n,” and in these 
lines the lyric geniu s o f Bu rns was fo r 
the first time u ndeniably revealed:
